^ORT OF ACTION TAKEN ON THE RESOLUTIONS OF THE BOARO 


Action has been taken on all the resolutions of the 
Board passed at its twenty-fourth Annual Meeting held at 
Madras in December, 1948. 


I. Resolution No. I was communicated to all the 
Universities. The replies received from them were 
considered by a Special Committee, at a meeting nek 
on the 27th February 1950 held at Banaras. The report ot 
the Committee is printed as Appendix K to the Proceedings 
of the Banaras meeting of the Board. The Board resolved 

as under:— 


“RESOLVED that it be a recommendation to the 
Universities that wherever possible the introduction of 
a course in the University curricula which can give to 
the student a knowledge of the problems of the 
contemporary world, including History, Economics and 
vSociology, may be tried; and that it is desirable that at 
the Intermediate stage every student should have a 
knowledge of (a) the Basic Sciences, and (b) the Social 
Sciences including contemporary events and world 
History.” 


2. Resolutions Nos. 11 (5) and V'lII (42), and the 
report of Dr C. R. Reddy, Vice-Chancellor> Andhra 
University, on the question of uniformity of Matriculation 
and School Leaving Certificate Examinations throughout 
the country were considered by the Special Committee and 
its report on the subject is contained in the Appendix 
referred to in item No. I above. The report was considered 
by the Board at the Banaras meeting when it was decided 
to take it up again along with the report of the Universities’ 
Commission. 


3. Resolution No. HI (6) regarding provision of 
facilities for Inter-University lectures and for exchange of 
information about subjects of research was communicated 
to all the Universities, and the replies received from some 
of them is given in Appendix A, from which it appears that 
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all of them are in favour of the recommendation or already 

have some such scheme in their Universities.

4. Resolution No. IV {9) regarding exchange of 
University teachers among different Universities was 
commumcated to the Universities. The replies received 
from them were considered by the Standing Committee 

which resolved as follows:— 

“The Standing Committee having perused the 
replies from the different Universities is of opinion that 
it is not feasible to inake anv suitable arrangement for 
exchange of University teachers in the diffent 
Universities in India. The Standing Committee 
would suggest that Universities should have visiting 
Professors who would visit the Universities for peijods 
ranging from one term to one academic year, and t|.he3r 
should be considered as supernumerary to the exis ^ng 
staff. It would be for each individual University * to 
choose the particular subject and the Vxoit- 01 
concerned w'ho would be invited to be a \ isi ng 
Professor.” 

The ■ Board endorsed this resolution of the Standing 
Committee. - - 


V eResolutions Nos. IV (10 and ii) regarding opening 
of cours s in Psychology from the Intermediate to the Post* 
IS level were referred to the Universitie,,. The re- 
plies received from them are given in Appendix B. 
were considered by the Standing Committee and the Loarci; 

and the Board resolved as follows . 


“The Board is-of opinion that as many Universities as 
- possible should open courses in Modern Psycho¬ 
logy iip to the Degree and Honours and Bost- 

standard provided qualified, teachers 

are available and equipment can be obtained. 


“The Board also suggests that students 
sities in which such courses have not been started 

have been started, under arraugeuieiits to be enteied to 
between the Universities concerned. 
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6. . Resolution No. V(i6)regarding recognition of exami¬ 
nations of East Panjab University (now the Panjab Uni¬ 
versity) and the question of reciprocity of recognition by 
Universities was referred to the Universities. The replies 
received from the Universities are given in Appendix Ci 
A iriajority of the Universities who have replied is in 
favour of the recommendation. On the recommendation 
of the Standing Committee the Board resolved as follows: - 

•‘RESOUVED that the examinations of one Univer¬ 
sity should be recognised by another on a reci¬ 
procal basis, provided the entrance qualification, 
duration of course and the general standard of 

attainment are similar to those pre.scribed l)y the 
. recognising University. 

. “RESOLVlvD FURTHER that all applications for re¬ 
cognition of qualifications may first be. considered 
by the Inter-University Board and recommenda¬ 
tions made thereon to the Universities concerned ; 
and that in cases where recognition is a . matter of 
urgenc5^ the Standing Committee may first con¬ 
sider the mattv-..’ and give a tentative decision.” 

7. Resoluforis Nos. VI(i8 & 19) and XV (38-6) re¬ 
garding the parit}’^ of examinations of the various. Univer¬ 
sities in view of English language being gradually replaced, 
and the desirability of adding an external side to the Univer¬ 
sities in order to cope with the increasing number of en¬ 
trants and private candidates were communicated to the 
Universities. Their views in the matters were considered 
by the Standing Committee and the Board ; and it was 
thought proper to decide the issues . later in the light of the 

recommendations of the Universities Commission’s report.

8. Resolution No. VII (20) regarding recognition of the 
First Examination of the Travancore University as equiva¬ 
lent to Intermediate examination of other Universities was 
referred to the Universities. The replies received were 

considered by the Standing Committee and the Board. The 

Board resolved as follows ;— . :

’‘‘As the replies so far received from the Universities 
are not favourable to the grant of recogniti on to 
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the examination, the Board is not in a position to 
recommend recognition.” 

9. Resolution No. VIII (21) regarding equivalence of 

Honours degrees of the various Universities was referred to 

the Universities, Replies received from them were consi¬ 
dered by the Standing Committee and the Board, and the 

latter resolved as follows :— 

“The Board having reviewed the position of Honours 
degrees in Indian Universities has noted variations 
in regard to the duration of the course and the 
nature of the subjects required and the standard 
of achievement in the particular subject. It does 
not seem feasible to establish any uniformitj' at 
this stage. It would therefore seem that for pur¬ 
poses of equivalence of Degrees Universities must 
consider the duration of the course and the Regu 
lations governing the award of such Degrees.” 


TO. Resolutions Nos. VIII (23 & 24) regarding introduc¬ 
tion of a three year Honours course in the Universities and 
prescribing two papers in Modern Indian languages at the 
Intermediate and BA. (Pass) examinations were referred to 
the Universities for their opinion. These replies were consi¬ 
dered by the Standing Committee and the Board; ajid it was 

thought proper to decide the issues in the light of the re¬ 
commendations of the Universities Commission s report. 


IT. Resolution No. X (29) regarding the recognition of 

the Forest Research Institute as a centre for post-graduate 
research work and the waiving of the requirement of six 
months’ residence in a University was referred to the Uni¬ 
versities. The replies received from them were considered 

by the Standing Committee and the .Board, and the follow¬ 
ing resolution was adopted.

mav be.” 


12. Resolution No. XII (32) regarding institution of 
special coaching classes in Universities for candidates from 
backward provinces and communities for recruitment to 
All-India Services was referred to the Universities. Their 
replies in the matter were considered by the Standing Com¬ 
mittee and the following resolution was adopted :— 

“The Standing Committee is of opinion that it is not 
feasible for Universities to provide for such special 
instruction and that it is best left to private enter¬ 
prise to meet the demand.” 

13. Resolution No. XV (35-a) regarding the Report of 
the Reference Board on Technical terms was referred to the 
Universities for adoption. It is regretted that very few of 
the Universities have replied on the subject. Agra and 
Madras have accepted it. 


14. Resolution No XV (35-6) regarding the question of 
granting extra-territorial jurisdiction to some Universities 
in order to help in the solution of the language problems of 
linguistic minorities was referred to the Universities. The 
replies received from them were considered by the Standing 
Committee and the Board ; and the following resolution was 
adopted ; — 

“The Inter-University Board is of opinion that no Uni¬ 
versity should be invested with extra-territorial 
jurisdiction, nor does it consider that the solution 
of the language problem lies on these lines. 

“The Board is further of opinion that Universities 
should make special provision for the study of the 
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(lilTerent languages in the University area and for 

examinations in them. ’

KKPORT or ACTlOX TAKEN ON THE RESOLUTIONS OF THE SIXTH 
QUINQUENNIAL INTER-UNIVERSITIES C0NPERENC1-: 


I. Resolution No. t regarding principles governing 
state aid to Universities and autonomy of the Universities 
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was conmiunicated to the Govermnent ot India and the 
vState Governments. The former has noted it while the 
Governments of Madras, Orissa and West Bengal have 
stated that they make generous grants to the Universities 
under their jurisdiction without any encroachment on their 
autonomy. 

2. Resolution No. 2 regarding Universities and 
Public Services was communicated to the Government of 
India and the State Governments. The former has this 
under consideration while the Government of Madras and 
Orissa have stated that they generally prescribe the quali¬ 
fications of Indian Universities for appointments. The 
Government of West Bengal has forwarded the resolution 
to the Departments concerned for their guidance. 

3. Resolution No. Ill (2-iii) recommending that the 
Central and Provincial Governments and the leading 
industrial concerns should afford all possible facilities fi3r 
practical training to Engineering students of the University 
was communicated to the Central and Provincial Govern¬ 
ments. The Government of India has noted the resolution. 
The replies from the Provincial Governments are given in 

Appendix G. 

4. Resolution No. Ill regarding Under-graduate and 
Post-graduate education in Arts and Science and Profession¬ 
al education was referred to the Universities for their views 
thereon. These replies, printed in Appendices H to M, 
were considered bv the Standing Committee and i)y 
the Board at its Banaras meeting. The Board resolved as 

follows :— 

(a) “RE,SOLVED that in regard to studies in 
Arts and Science, the question be taken up 
with the Universities Commission’s report,” 


(b) “RESOLVED FURTHER that in 


regard to 


legal .studies the resolutions adopted at the last 
Universities Conference held in Madras be for¬ 
warded to the different Universities and their 
opinion obtained thereon, and that a Committee 
be appointed at a later stage, if necessary, to 
formulate definite proposals.” 


(r) “RESOIvVED ALSO that the Interim report of 
the Joint Committee in regard to post-graduate 
Engineering and Technological studies be ap¬ 
proved ” (The interim report is printed as 
Appendix A to the Proceedings of the Banaras 

meeting of the Board.) 

s. Resolution No. IV regarding the position of lan¬ 
guages, provincial, federal or foreign in University courses 
of study was referred to the Universities for their opinion. 
These were considered by the Standing Committee and the 
Board, and it was decided to take up the matter later along 
with the recommendations of the Universities Commission. 

6. Resolution No. V regarding adoption of uniform 
standards for entrance to a Univ’ersity and suggesting that 
the High Schools should have the liberty of organising classes 
for the Matriculation examination of the Universities within 
whose jurisdiction they are situated, was referred to the 
Universities. Their replies were considered by a Special 
Committee at its meeting held at .Banaras on the 27th Feb¬ 
ruary, 1950. Its report is printed as Appendix K to the 
Proceedings of the Banaras meeting of the Inter-Univ’^ersity 
Board. The Board decided to take it up again along wit 11 
the report of the Universities’ Commission. 

7. Resolution No. VI regarding the programme of Uni¬ 
versity extension work was communicated to all the Univer¬ 
sities. The replies received from them were considered by 
the Standing Committee and the Board; and it was decided 
to take up the matter along with the recommendations of 
the Universities’ Commission. 

8. Resolution No. VII regarding staffing of Universities 
and the terms of service of University teachers was com¬ 
municated to all the Universities; and their replies on them 
were considered the .Standing Committee and the Board. 
It was resolved to take up the matter along with the re¬ 
commendations of the Universities’ Commission on the 
subject.

IMl'ORT.NNT I'Vl'NTS 

The Conference on Post-graduate Medical I'Mucatiou 
convened by the Inter-University Board and the Govern- 
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ment of India in the Ministry of Health met at Madras 
on January i, 1949, and resolvea to constitute an All-India 
Council of Medical Education. On the Government of 
India providing a grant of Rs. 25,000 for this purpose this 
was further discussed by the Standing Committee of the 
Board when the constitution of the Medical Council was 

laid down as below •— 

“RESOLVED that an All-India Council of Post¬ 
graduate Medical Education consisting of the 
following be constituted for a period of one 
with power to co-opt two more members, and 
that in making future nominations to the Council 

Sing experience in a Medical College or 
Faculty be one of the qualihcations of the 

nominees: 

1. Dr. A. L. Mudaliar - Representative of the Inter- 
University Board. 

2. Dr. K. S. Ray— President, Medical Council of 

India, representing the Medical Council o 

India. 

3. ..Major-General S. S. Sokhey— Representative of 

the National Institute of Sciences, India. 

4. Dr. Jivaraj N. Mehta—Representative of the 
Indian Research Fund Association. 

5. Dr. V. R. Khanolkar—Distinguished Medical 

Educationist. 

6 and 7 Two representatives of the Government of 
India, nominated by the Ministry of Health. 

On the request of the All-India Council for Technical 
Education in the Ministry of Education of the Government 

of India to consider the position of the All-India Diplomas 

and Certificates instituted by the Council vis-a-vis Univer¬ 
sity degrees in Engineering and Technology, and to review 
the position of technical education in the Universities m 
order to achieve uniformity and coordination of technical 
education, the Inter-University Board resolved to have a 
Joint Committee of the Inter-University Board and the 


« 
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All-India Couaeil ol Technical Education to discuss the 

matter The Standing Committee of the Inter-University 

Board suggested a Committee for Technical Education. The 
Council appointed its own Committee to cc-operate with 
the Committee of the Inter-University Board and appointed 
Dr. A. L. Mudaliar its convener. This Joint Committee 
held three sessions and submitted its report to the Inter 
University Board at its Banaras meeting. The report was 
approved by the Board. Copies of the Report have been 

sent to the Universities. 


Dr A. L. Mudaliar, Vice-Chancellor of Madras 
University and Dr. P. N. Banerjee, then Vice-Chancellor 
of Calcutta University, were appointed delegates of the 
Inter-University Board to attend the Conference■ of the 
Association of Comm mwealth Universities in -Canada 
August 1919- Ur. MLudjliar was later unable to attend the 
Conference owing to his preoccuption with the meetings of tTbe 
World Heilth Organisation in Switzerland. Dr. Banerjee 
attended the Conference on behalf of the Inter-University 
Board and informally extended an invitation to the Associa¬ 
tion to hold its 19SI session in India. This was formally 
discussed at the Board ineeting at Banaras and it was 
resolved to invite the Association to hold its 1951 session 
in India and in conjunction with the Annual meeting of the 
Board. This decision has been communicated to the Go¬ 
vernment of India and the Universities. The Universities 
have also been requested to become full members of the 
Association. 

The Association of Commonwealth Universities will 
hold their 1950 annual conference in New Zealand, and the 
Board appointed at its Banaras meeting Dr. A. E- Mudaliar 
and Sri Sarangadhar Sinha, Vice-Chancellors of Madras and 
Patna Universities, to attend the Conference. At this 
Conference the invitation of the Inter-University Board, 
India, would be formally extended to the Association. 


The Universities Commission’s Report could not be 
discussed by the Board at its Banaras meeting as most of 
the Universities had not had time to consider the Report, 
copies of the Report not having been available to them till 
he end of December, 1949. It was felt that the Board 
hould have before it the considered views of the Senates 
r Courts or other Councils of the Universities on the 
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Report. The Board, therefore, decided to hold a special 
meeting at Nagpur in August, 1950, when the discussions 
would be finalized and the views of the Board would be sent 
to the Government of India. 

The Board at its Madras meeting in December, 1948 
had resolved that with a view to improving the financial 
resources of the Board and making it more self-re¬ 
liant, the Universities be requested to increase their Con¬ 
tributions somewhat on the scales mentioned in item II 
U9) above, and that the Government of India be requested 
to give a statutory grant to the Board to enable it to meet 
its growing needs. It is gratifying to note that^ the Uni¬ 
versities have unanimously agreed to the Board’s recom- 
mendatims. But this is not sufficient to cover the 
entire expenditure of the Board. A request for a statutory 
Q^rant to the Board has been addressed to the Government of 
India. The matter is, however, still under their considera¬ 
tion. , 

The Inter-University Board has agreed to serve as a 

liaison between India and UNESCO for the work connected 
with the Universities as desired by the Educational Sub- 
Commission of the Indian National Comrnission for co-opera¬ 
tion with UNESCO. Since then the office of the Board 
has been in correspondence with the office of UNESCO, 
and has sent to the Organization several publications of 

the Board. 

During the vear under report the Board s office assisted 
in working out an itinerary for Dr. Eduard Eindeman, 
Professor of Social Philosophy, Columbia University, who 
came to India on a lecture tour under the auspices of the 
Waturaull Foundation. 

Circulars were also issued to the Ihiiversities concerning 
the International Wool Secretariat Research Fellowship in 
Britain, the Imperial Chemical Industries Fellowships, 
Eondon, the Turner and Newall Research Fellow’ship. 
Eondon. and the Post-graduate Training facilities in Psy¬ 
chiatry at McGill University, Montreal. Circulars were also 
issued to the Universities regarding membership (by indivi¬ 
dual scholars) of the International Sociological Association, 
at Oslo, Norway. 
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xVpplications received from Scholars from abroad, e. g., 
Dr. Kurt Volz in Bolivia, Miss Veronica Weir and Mr. 
Walter F. Laserstein in London and Mrs. Dorothea Dietz 
in Ohio, America, seeking appointments in Indian Univer¬ 
sities were communicated to the Universities. 

The Board thus continued to function as an Inter-Uni¬ 
versity Employment Bureau. Advertisements for vacan¬ 
cies received from different Universities of India and 
foreign countries, as also from the Government of India and 
the Union Public Service Commission were circulated to 
the bodies or persons concerned. 

The Board kept itself in touch with the various Minis¬ 
tries of the Government of India and Research Councils 
like the Indian Council of Agricultural Research and other 
bodies on which the Board is represented and thus helped 
them in their deliberations on technical subjects. 

Enquiries from students. Universities, and members of 
the general public and the Government Ministries were duly 
attended to during the year.

CONCLUDING REMARKS

On behalf of the Board it is my privilege to offer our heartipt 
congratulations to all the winners and particularly to the Uniyersity 
of Bombay who have the distinction of annexing three trophies this 

year. 

It is regretted that the Universities of Calcutta and Patna 
have not yet fulfilled their promise to present Cups for badminton 
and wresUing. On the other hand it is very pleasant to report 
that a trophv for athletics has been presented by Senator J. A. D. 
Victoria, C. B. E., through Sir Ivor Jennings, yice-Chanoellor of 
Ceylon University and President of the Boa'‘d for this year. We have 
had no success in our efforts to recover from the Punjab (Pakistan) 
University the Inter-University Trophies for Athletics, Hockey, 
Swimming and Tennis. The matter is still under negotiation. 

I am glad to report that this year a three-day match was allotted 
to a Universities XI to play against the visiting Commonwealth 
Cricket team at Bombay. The Univeishies XI was selected by the 
“Test” Selection Committee of the Board of Control for Cricket in 
India. The Universities XI put up a fairly good show. 


At the last meeting of the Sports Board at Madras, the following 
resolution was adopted :— 

“RESOLVED that in view of the increased cost and incidental 
expenses of all sports events, this Boaid requests individual Uni- 
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versitiesto increase their contribution from Rs. 200/- to Rs. 250/- 
per annum ” 

This resolution was communicated to the Universities, and the 
response has been gratifying. Only Lucknow and Saugar have refused 
to pay the increased subscription. Delhi, Calcutta ani Osmanta have 
eiven no definite reply.* Sixteen Universities have paid their 
subscription, and it is hoped others will do so at an early date before 
the close of the financial year. 

Seven Universities did not find it possible to enter the tourna¬ 
ments this year, viz., Jammu & Kashmir, Baroda Gauhati, Rangoon, 
Saugar, Agra and Rajputana. The Standard of games in the country 
depends in large measure on the quality of University players. If aU 
the Universities take active interest in the tournaments and partici¬ 
pate in contests there will be a reasonable chance of producing sports¬ 
men of equal calibre with other nations. The Universities should 
appoint coaches in the different games for this purpose. This will 
help to infuse interest in the student body and raise standards. 

In the end, on behalf of the Board, I thank all the Organisers 
of the Inter-University Tournaments for the efficient manner in which 
they conducted the tournaments and for the hospitality extended to 
visiting teams from other Universities.
